New Lifesaving
Technique Gets
Public Showing

New technique in lifesaving
which anyone can master in a
few minutes, will be demon-
strated to the public tomorrow
evening at the Civic Auditorium
under the sponsorship of the
Torrance Red Cross, it was an-

Hailed as one of the most
efficient methods ever devised
for: résuscitation, the system is
illustrated below by George
Powell, assistant director of Civil
Defense for Torrance, and Paul
Young, representing the Los An-
geles Red Cross.

Known technically as . the
“Back Pressure — Arm Lift”
method, the new system was
devised by  researchers at an
eastern university,

The new system can transfer
much as 1100 cubic centi-
meters of air during a cycle,
while the old method seldom
utilizes more than 485 ce. About
500 cc is normal.
